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Press Release on ASEAN Leaders’ Meeting 


26 April 2021 


AT the invitation of His Majesty Sultan Haji Hassanal Bolkiah, Sultan and Yang Di-Pertuan of Brunei Darussalam, as the current ASEAN Chair, Senior General Min 
Aung Hlaing, Chairman of the State Administration Council and Commander-in-Chief of the Defence Services of the Republic of the Union of Myanmar attended the 
ASEAN Leaders’ Meeting which was held at the ASEAN Secretariat, in Jakarta, Republic of Indonesia, on 24 April 2021. 

At the Meeting, the Chairman of the State Administration Council expressed his support for Brunei Darussalam’s Chairmanship of ASEAN for this year under the 
theme “We Care, We Prepare, We Prosper”, and reiterated Myanmar’s commitment to work closely with the chair, including all ASEAN Member States, to successfully 
achieve chair’s deliverables aiming for a resilient and sustainable recovery from COVID-19 and for further progress toward the ASEAN Community building efforts. 

The Chairman of the State Administration Council also apprised the Meeting of the recent developments in Myanmar especially on the reason why the Tatmad- 
aw had constitutionally assumed the State’s responsibilities on 1 February 2021, stages of protests, and the structure, future programmes and activities of the State 
Administration Council comprehensively. 

ASEAN Leaders also exchanged views on the current situation which some suggestions were highlighted in the Chairman’s Statement on the ASEAN Leaders’ 
Meeting. In response to some of the suggestions made by ASEAN Leaders, Myanmar informed the Meeting that it will give careful consideration to constructive 
suggestions made by ASEAN Leaders when the situation returns to stability in the country since priorities at the moment were to maintain law and order and to 
restore community peace and tranquillity. In this regard, Myanmar also informed the Meeting that the suggestions would be positively considered if it would facilitate 
the implementation of the five-step roadmap laid down by the State Administration Council, serves the interests of the country and was based on the purposes and 
principles enshrined in the ASEAN Charter, ASEAN Way and ASEAN Spirit. 

Myanmar also stated that ASEAN Leaders thoroughly review the information booklet circulated at the Meeting before comments are made relating to the 
current political situation in Myanmar.

Law Amending Television and Video Law 


1. The State Administration Council hereby enacted this law under Section 419 of the Constitution of the Republic of the Union of Myanmar. 


2. This law shall be named the Law Amending the Television and Video Law. 
3. Section 36 of the Television and Video Law shall be amended as follows: - 


and safeguarding of cultural heritage and national characters 
(c) Enhancement of health, fitness and education standards of the entire nation 





“36. If anyone is handed down a sentence for failure to abide by the order or directive issued by this law or the video censorship board or the video industry 
scrutiny and central supervisory committee, the person shall be sentenced to less than one year imprisonment or less than K500,000 fine or both.” 


I signed the law under Section 419 of the State Constitution.

C HAIRMAN of the State 
Administration Council 
Commander-in-Chief of 
Defence Services Senior Gener- 
al Min Aung Hlaing delivered a 
speech at the meeting 9/2021 of 
the State Administration Council 
at the Council Chairman’s Office 
yesterday afternoon. 

Speaking on occasion, the 
Senior General said he attended 
the ASEAN Leaders’ Meeting 
held in Jakarta of Indonesia on 
24 April and discussed issues of 
ASEAN, prevention of Covid-19 
and progress in Myanmar. 

The Senior General ex- 
plained his discussions on hand- 
over of the State duty under the 
Constitution on 1 February for 
voting frauds in the 2020 general

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election in Myanmar, different 
stages of protests, formation of 
the State Administration Coun- 
cil, future plans and objectives, 
undertakings as pledged by the 
Tatmadaw in line with the dem- 
ocratic practice, Tatmadaw’s en- 
deavours in 2010 and 2015 general 
elections in line with democracy, 
the occurrence of voting frauds in 
the 2020 general election, print- 
ing of ballot papers beyond the 
laws and procedures, casting 
votes without identity, deaths 
and injuries of security forces 
in current riots, and solving the 
injuries and deaths of people un- 
der the law. 

The Senior General stressed 
that leadership and leader are 
of importance in politics. They

have to lead everything under 
the rules and laws. A democracy 
with unlawful leadership cannot 
be accepted. The president, the 
government officials and the 
Hluttaw refused dialogue for un- 
fairness in the election, not in line 
with the law. The Senior General 
explained that the Tatmadaw’s 
undertaking of tasks in line with 
the law and clarified the plan to 
hold a free and fair election, the 
seizure of arms and ammunition 
used by rioters and terrorists, 
declaration of the martial law or- 
ders in some townships, and loss 
of people in healthcare services 
due to CDM activities of some 
health staff. 

Likewise, the Senior Gen- 
eral said that he explained the

As Myanmar is on the track 
of democracy, every citizen needs 
to understand the laws.

Universities are hubs for 
turning out those with skill- 
fulness in their respective 
subjects. They have to apply 
knowledge learnt from the uni- 
versities in the practical fields 
to enhance the socio-economic 
life. As such, they can enjoy the 
benefits of uplifting social lives by 
using the arts of the law. Likewise, 
skillfulness in economics can ef- 
fectively be applied in practical 


students wishing to learn eco- 
nomics and law subjects came to 
Yangon for learning. As students 
went across the nation, they lived 
in anew environment. Those who 
tried hard in education could 
achieve outstanding and suc- 
cess. Upon completing university 
learning, some became officers at 
relevant departments, and some 
worked their respective business- 
es. Hence, some students who 
completed university education 
could not become government 
service personnel. 

Basic education is based on 
teaching system and university 
education on learning. Students 
from day course and distance 
learning have some differences 
in learning and environs at the 
university level. They have to pur- 
sue education as well as practical 
exercises and learning. The Sen- 
ior General stressed the need to 
emphasize the modernization of 
the libraries in universities. The 


law subject is of importance for 
every citizen to live under laws 
and disciplines in democracy. 
Law is essential for operating 
social, economic and other affairs. 
Likewise, each citizen needs to 
have legal knowledge in admin- 
istrative measures. In contrast, 
those in the management field 
need to have skills in legal mat- 
ters. Learning about laws can be 
applied in the practical field. The 
Tatmadaw conducts law courses 
for senior military officers and 
junior officers and the Myanmar 
Police Force members. 

Those who have business 
knowledge can manage the bet- 
terment of the State economy 
and development of production. 
In the past, mismanagement 
of the economy caused a de- 
cline of the State economy. As 
citizens need to have business 
knowledge, they have to learn 
economics subjects which can 
be applied in the practical field.

Efforts are be- 
ing made to cease ethnic armed 
conflicts for having peace and 
stability on the security ground. 
Difficulties of learning happen 
in some armed conflict areas. 
The Tatmadaw provides assis- 
tance in some areas. Only when 
the number of educated persons 
becomes much larger will the 
region develop. Only when the 
region develops will local people 
have better knowledge. If so, they 
will have good ideas and attitudes 
for tasting peace and democracy. 
As such, their socio-economic 
lives will improve. All the people 
from Myanmar should not work 
in other countries as basic la- 
bour and have to work at home 
to have wealth. 

As Myanmar is a democrat- 
ic country, everybody may inde- 
pendently have diverse ideas on 
the political ground regarding 
the CDM activity. State service 
personnel must serve the State 
duty what government takes into 
office. State service personnel 
are different from government 
servants. Tatmadaw members 
and Myanmar Police Force mem- 
bers are State service personnel 


who perform the rule of law for 
protecting the State. Education 
and health staff are State ser- 
vice personnel. Those from the 
administrative machinery are 
government servants. State ser- 
vice personnel and government 
servants need to stay away from 
politics. 

The Tatmadaw will build the 
Union based on democracy and 
federalism as a national vision by 
upholding the Our Three Main 
National Causes. Problems out 
of the election will be addressed 
under the law. In a democracy, 
it is necessary to practise hon- 
est politics and fair politics. The 
closing of schools brings loss to 
students and parents as well as to 
the State. As such, preparations 
must be made to reopen the basic 
education schools in line with the 
Covid-19 health guidelines.

the visits to Myanmar proposed 
by the ASEAN will be considered 
after stabilizing the country. In 
implementing the five future pro- 
grammes of the council, ifthe aid 
of ASEAN with constructive atti- 
tude depends on ASEAN Charter, 
ASEAN Way and ASEAN Spirit, 
it will be considered for the State 
interests. 

Efforts are being made to 
conduct law and economics 
subjects at universities. As law 
subject is essential in exercising 
democracy, every citizen needs 
to have basic legal knowledge. 
Only when the State economy 
improves will it practise de- 
mocracy. So, it is necessary to 
reduce the development gap 
between urban and rural areas. 


It is required to restore peace 
for turning out the educated 
persons. The Senior General 
stressed the need to re-oper- 
ate factories and construction 
projects for generating jobs for 
the people to solve basic needs. 

The council members dis- 
cussed declaration of the CRPH 
as terrorist organization under 
the Anti-Terrorism Law, assess- 
ment over the laws enacted be- 
yond the Constitution, review- 
ing formation of special courts, 
awarding the State servants loyal 
to the country and taking action 
against those break the law, 
scrutiny over loss of the State for 
appointment of foreign experts, 
easing worries of people for pri- 
vate banks, taking effective ac- 
tion against artistes who incited 


riots and those who participated 
in the terror acts, taking out of 
river sands for earning foreign 
exchange, generating electricity 
through solar on water surface, 
inserting some provisions into 
the cyber law, exposing some 
construction entrepreneurs who 
attempt to stage CDM, scrutiny 
for some ministerial officials from 
CDM activity, issuance of CSC to 
people from IDP camps, expos- 
ing for trafficking of illegal arms 
in border areas, arrangements 
for releasing accurate news to 
the people, creation of econom- 
ic opportunities, development 
tasks in Namsang and Mangtun 
townships, disbursement of agri- 
cultural loans for cultivation of al- 
ternative crops, no emergence of 
single party dictatorship system 


in the Union based in democracy 
and federalism, and change of 
election system for participation 
of representatives from all par- 
ties at Hluttaws. 

In his response, the Senior 
General said he would scrutinize 
the matters related to special 
courts for judicial affairs. The 
staff who do not join CDM and 
are loyal to the State should 
be honoured. It is necessary 
to change the mindset of the 
staff from administrative ma- 
chinery. The mindset of State 
service personnel and govern- 
ment servant must be changed 
in the long run. 

Arrangements are being 
made to operate the banks reg- 
ularly. The issues for artistes are 
being considered for the long 


term. Effective action will be 
taken against some artistes who 
have been warned many times. 
Press conferences are being held 
for the people to know the infor- 
mation in time. Itis necessary to 
consider the development of the 
State with farsightedness. 

Then, the Senior General 
highlighted issuance of citizen- 
ship scrutiny cards, coordination 
for amendment of election sys- 
tem between the Union Election 
Commission and parties, issues 
of the State economy and gen- 
erating of electricity based on 
feasibility studies, uplift of living 
standard for ethnic nations to 
have literacy, and needs of re- 
alizing the democracy for the 
State and the people with gen- 
uine goodwill. — MNA

AS the Assistance Association for Political Prisoners-AAPP which has not been allowed to register because of not conformity with the Law on the Registration of Or- 
ganizations and rules, it does not have to stand legally. 
However, the association daily releases the list of injury and death toll related to current riots on the Internet Website under the title of AAPP 
Data mentioned by AAPP are not taken from accurate and correct information sources. However, it is based on social media and rumours. As such, such data are 
exaggerated more than the actual ones. 
Moreover, AAPP one-sidedly mentions information on current events to cause State service personnel and public panic. 
Attempts of AAPP in releasing the incorrect data and the information to cause State service personnel and public panic are designed to incite the occurrence 
of more riots. It was found that its attempts harm State stability, the rule of law and restoration of law and order. As such, severe action will be taken against illegally 


standing AAPP under the law.

3. The Union Election Commission has inspected the withdrawal/receipt/use/remaining of ballot papers used for Pyithu Hluttaw Election of Myingyan, Taungtha and 
NyaungU townships of Mandalay Region together with the respective township election sub-commission, head of police force, Immigration and Population and adminis- 
trators under Section 53 of the Hluttaw Election Law. 

4. According to the inspection, a total of 834 polling stations in these three townships took out 718,289 ballots and used 470,634 ballots. It left 220,276 ballots instead of 247,655 
ballots. The difference was37,071 ballots, and it found 9,692 extra ballots. The extra/shortage ballots were found at respective polling stations. Findings in respective town- 
ships were as follows:

Socio-economic crises 
turn over youths and children 
into child labour without the 
chance to learn education. 
These crises are concerned 
with natural disasters, food 
insufficiency and some inter- 
nal conflicts. 

The census issued by the 
International Labour Organ- 
ization in 2017 stated 88 mil- 
lion females and 64 million 
male workers, totalling some 
152 million, are working as 
child labour, about 73 million 
of whom are at dangerous 
workplaces. 

The State Administra- 
tion Council is striving to 
eliminate child labour in the 
country with concerted efforts 
in re-constituting the Myan- 
mar National Committee for 
Elimination of Child Labour, 
comprising 39 members led 
by the Vice-Chairman of the 
State Administration Council. 

In fact, just the removal 
of child labour from the work- 
places cannot reduce their 
number. That is why it is nec- 
essary to implement a better 
plan to create the chance for 
all child age children to attend 
schools, help strengthen the 
civil society organizations and 


alleviate poverty with increasing family income. 

The first five-year plan prioritizes the elimination of child labour 
in Yangon, Bago and Ayeyawady regions and Mon and Kayin states 
by taking education, job opportunities, family situation and poverty 


issues into consideration. 


Actually, concerted efforts can achieve success in one day.

A ‘malaria-free future’ is possible, UN chief says

Despite the COVID-19 pandemic and the multiple crises it has sparked, a growing number of countries 
are approaching and achieving malaria elimination, the UN chief said on Sunday, World Malaria Day. 





ee e commend all 
countries. that 
have reached the 


ambitious target of zero malaria”, 
said Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres. 

“Together, they are showing 
the world that a malaria-free fu- 
ture is possible”. 

"Key to success’ 

Countries with zero malaria 
have reached the people at risk 
with the necessary services, from 
prevention to detection and treat- 
ment, regardless of citizenship 
or financial status, said the top 
UN official. “Sustained funding, 
surveillance systems and com- 
munity engagement have been 
the key to success”, he added. 
Yet, while these achievements de- 
serve celebrating, it is important 
to remember the millions around 
the world who continue to suffer 
and die from this deadly illness. 

Each year, malaria claims 
the lives of more than 400,000 
people, mainly young children in

Africa. And, every year, there are 
more than 200 million new cases 
of this fatal parasitic disease. 

With robust political com- 
mitment, adequate investment 
and the right mix of strategies, 
“malaria can be defeated”, upheld 
the UN Secretary-General. 
Stamping out malaria 

Between 2000 and 2019, the 
number of countries with few- 
er than 100 indigenous malaria 
cases increased from six to 27, 
according to the World Health 
Organization (WHO), calling it 
“a strong indicator” that malaria 
elimination is within reach. 

The UN health agency lauded 
those countries that have already 
done so saying: “They provide 
inspiration for all nations that are 
working to stamp out this deadly 
disease and improve the health 
and livelihoods of their popula- 
tions”. 

Country breakdown 

In 2019, Africa shouldered 

94 per cent of all malaria cases 


and deaths worldwide, with more 
than half of all cases occurring in 
the five countries of Nigeria, 27 
per cent; Democratic Republic 
of the Congo, 12 per cent; Ugan- 
da and Niger, five per cent each; 
and Mozambique, four per cent, 
according to WHO. 

During that same period, 
about three per cent per cent 
of malaria cases were reported 
in South-East Asia and two per 
cent in the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean region. The Americas and 
Western Pacific region each ac- 
counted for fewer than one per 
cent of all cases. 

Certifying zero malaria 

Certification of malaria elim- 
ination is WHO’s official recogni- 
tion of a country’s malaria-free 
status, which it grants when a 
State has proven, beyond rea- 
sonable doubt, that the chain of 
indigenous malaria transmission 
has been interrupted nationwide 
for at least the past three consec- 
utive years.

Covid Jabs at the ends of the earth 


Nearly one billion Covid jabs have now been administered worldwide but reaching 
people in all four corners of the planet 1s an unprecedented logistical challenge. 


The village of Kitaaiki, in 
the foothills of the picturesque 
mountains of Nagano, is a case in 
point. It is home to just over 700 
people — one third of them over 
65 — and with only one doctor to 
give everyone their jab, Kazuhiro 


Matsuhashi. 

Matsuhashi has received one 
box of Pfizer jabs, enough to in- 
oculate everyone who wishes to 
receive the vaccine, but he has 
to work fast, injecting around 60 
people per day.

The doctor said his local 
knowledge helped him in his mis- 
sion to vaccinate as many villag- 
ers as possible. “I can make these 
thoughtful decisions for each res- 
ident,” he told AFP 

The approach seems to be 
working. Kakino Yamaguchi, a 
93-year-old woman, said: “When 
I saw those thick needles on TV, 
I thought to myself ‘I don’t want 
that’. But I didn’t feel anything 
today.” 

“This doctor has been looking 
after me for so many years. So I 
wasn’t worried about getting the 
vaccine at all, because I trust the 
doctor,” Yamaguchi told AFP 


‘House to house’ 

For Anselmo Tunubala, a 
nurse from the Misak ethnic in- 
digenous group in Colombia, the 
problem is battling scepticism 
over the vaccine due to a belief in 
traditional plant-based medicines. 


On foot or by motorbike, 
Tunubala tours the mountains in 
the country’s southwest search- 
ing for people over 70 to vaccinate. 

“I go from house to house 
raising awareness about vacci- 
nation, because grandparents al- 
ways have low defences and it is 
to protect them from the disease 
that we are facing. Without this 
vaccine you can get ill with the 
coronavirus that is bearing down 
upon us.” 

Sometimes he is successful, 
other times he finds himself re- 
buffed. 

Carlos Tunubala, 22, said his 
pastor had told him vaccination 
was unnecessary. “Trusting in 
God we move on, we overcome 
everything that comes our way,” 
he said. 

Others were won over, howev- 
er. Gerardo Muelas, a 72-year-old 
from the Misak group said: “We 
didn’t think of getting it, because

we used to cure ourselves of an- 
ything with plants.” 

“But as this is a worldwide 
problem, there is no other solu- 
tion. Whoever wants to can get it. 
It’s not obligatory, but you would 
feel safer getting it.” 

In the remote Sudanese 
village of Seer, the residents do 
not have much, but they do have 
vaccines, courtesy of the Covax 
initiative that seeks to deliver to 
the world’s poorest areas. 

The health ministry has se- 
cured 3,000 doses of the Astra- 
Zeneca vaccine, trained medical 
staff and monitored for possible 
side-effects, with the process go- 
ing without a hitch so far. 

“Thank God, everything is 
going well and there are no delays, 
the process is going smoothly, the 
turnout is high and all is well,” 
said lab technician Seifeldin Kho- 
dr.

24 April in Shan State. 

The Union Minister point- 
ed out the need to make an 
effort for the country’s export 
promotion and food security 
in all states and regions. It is 
necessary to develop the ag- 
riculture and fisheries sector 
that is a basic need, and in- 
crease rural people’s incomes. 
He continued that although 
farming conditions may vary 
depending on local climate, he 
wants them to play an active 
role in narrowing the devel- 
opment gap between regions 
and states.

The meeting was attend- 
ed by Union Minister Dr Thet 
Thet Khine, in her capacity as 
the Chairperson of the commit- 
tee; the Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee, the Deputy Minis- 
ter for Defence; the members 
of the national committee, the 
Deputy Minister for Health and 
Sports and the Deputy Minister 
for Social Welfare, Relief and 
Resettlement; the Deputy At- 


torney General and Permanent 
Secretaries from relevant depart- 
ments, members of the National 
Level Committee, Directors Gen- 
eral Deputy Directors-General 
and officials. 

The National committee 
was amended by Notification 
No.80/2021 by the State Admin- 
istration Council on 31 March 
2021 to ensure that the current 
activities under the auspices of 
the State Administration Council 
are carried out. 

The meeting aimed to re- 
vise the terminology in the action 
plan and discuss the next steps 
to reorganize the working com- 
mittee further and implement the 


approved national action plan. 

At the meeting, Union 
Minister Dr Thet Thet Khine 
said the Myanmar Permanent 
Representative signed the joint 
communique to the UN and UN 
Secretary-General’s Special Rep- 
resentative for Violence Against 
Women in Conflicts Ms. Pramila 
Patten at the UN headquarters 
in New York. 

A total of seven Nation- 
al-Level Committee Meetings 
and one Working Committee 
Meeting were held in 2019 and 
2020 for the emergence of a Na- 
tional Plan to draw up a work 
plan and implement the action 
plan concerning the contents 


of the Joint Declaration. The 
UN agencies and the Office of 
the Special Envoy of the Secre- 
tary-General on Sexual Violence 
in Conflicts (OQSESG) were invit- 
ed twice to the third and the fifth 
meetings. 

She added that the commit- 
tee was renamed the National 
Committee on the Prevention 
and Response to Sexual Violence 
in Conflict. It shall address all 
forms of sexual violence in con- 
flicts, not just women. She called 
for the discussion on the reorgan- 
ization of the working committee 
and implementation of the pro- 
ject plan by the relevant sectors. 

The Deputy Minister for 


Defence, Vice-Chairman of the 
National Committee on the Pre- 
vention and Response to Sexual 
Violence in Conflict, addressed 
the meeting. 

The Secretary of the national 
committee Director-General of 
the Social Welfare Department 
explained the national commit- 
tee’s reorganization and the im- 
plementation of the approved 
work plans, and the attendees 
gave suggestions. 

The National Committee on 
the Prevention and Response to 
Sexual Violence in Conflict will 
hold the second meeting (2/2021) 
in the last week of May 2021. —

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Military hospitals continue providing healthcare to civilians 
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MILITARY hospitals in the town- 
ships of regions and states keep 
providing medical treatments to 
the people to solve their health- 
care services difficulties.

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Israel closes Gaza fishing zone 
over rocket fire 


ISRAEL said Monday it is 
closing the fishing zone off 
the already blockaded Gaza 
Strip, preventing trawlers 
from going out to sea, af- 
ter repeated rocket attacks 
on the Jewish state. The 
move comes after the Is- 
raeli army said five rockets 
were fired from Gaza to- 
wards Israel overnight, two 
of which were intercepted 
by its air defences. 

“The fishing zone in 
the Gaza Strip would be 
completely closed until fur- 
ther notice,” said COGAT, 
the Israeli military body 
that administers civilian 
affairs in Palestinian terri- 
tories including the occu- 
pied West Bank.

Facebook blocks Australian MP for virus misinformation 





FACEBOOK removed 
Australian member of 
parliament Craig Kelly’s 
page for repeatedly ped- 
dling pandemic misinfor- 
mation, the social media 
giant said Monday. Kel- 
ly previously had posts 
blocked on the platform 
and was forced to quit the 
governing Liberal Party, 
amid controversial state- 
ments on vaccine safety, 


lockdowns and unproven 
Covid treatments. Face- 
book said it removed his 
popular page permanent- 
ly after “repeated viola- 
tions” of its policies. 

“We don’t allow an- 
yone, including elected 
officials, to share mis- 
information about Cov- 
id-19 that could lead to 
imminent physical harm 
or Covid-19 vaccines that 


have been debunked by 
public health experts,” 
a spokesperson said in 
a statement. 

Kelly’s Facebook 
account -- in which he 
also frequently played 
down climate change -- 
drew around six million 
video views and five mil- 
lion interactions in 2020, 
according to data tool 
CrowdTangle.—AFP @

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Russia launches new batch of UK 
telecom satellites into space 


A Soyuz rocket blasted off from the Vostochny cosmo- 
drome in Russia's Far East on Monday carrying 36 UK 
telecommunications and internet satellites, the Roscos- 
mos space agency said. OneWeb, a London-headquar- 
tered company, is working to complete the construction 
of aconstellation of low earth orbit satellites providing 
enhanced broadband and other services to countries 
around the world. 

The company is competing against billionaires 
Elon Musk and Jeff Bezos in the race to provide fast 
internet via satellites for the world’s remote areas. 

Images released by Russia's space agency Ros- 
cosmos showed the Soyuz rocket taking off against 
hazy skies Monday morning at 7:14 am local time (2214 
GMT). 

“All satellites have been successfully placed in tar- 
get orbits and have been taken under customer control,” 
Roscosmos said in a statement. 

“Mission success!” OneWeb wrote on Twitter. 

The UK company plans for its global commercial 
internet service to be operational by next year, support- 
ed by some 650 satellites. 

Monday's launch was the third batch ofits satellites 
placed into orbit from Russia, with earlier launches 
from the Vostochny cosmodrome of 36 satellites each 
taking place last month and in December. 

OneWeb's first six satellites were also launched by 
a Russian-made Soyuz rocket, taking off from the space 
centre in Kourou in French Guiana in February 2019. 

The company launched 68 more from the Baikan- 
our launch site in Kazakhstan last year. 

The Vostochny launch site is one of Russia's most 
important space projects, designed to reduce reliance 
on the Baikonur space centre Moscow currently rents 
from Kazakhstan. 

The project has been consistently behind sched- 
ule, with its construction marred for years by multiple 
controversies including corruption—AFP 


Japan's COVID-19 death toll tops 10,000 
amid 3" virus emergency 


THE death toll from the novel coronavirus in Japan 
topped 10,000 on Monday, as the country battles a 
fourth wave of infections driven by more contagious 
variants, a Kyodo News tally showed. The resurgence 
has forced Prime Minister Yoshihide Suga to declare a 
third state of emergency from Sunday to May 11 in To- 
kyo and the western Japan prefectures of Osaka, Kyoto 
and Hyogo. 

The nationwide death toll hit 8000 on 2 March 
before rising above 9,000 in just over three weeks on 26 
March. —Kyodo News

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US, Britain rush supplies to virus-stricken India 


THE US and Britain rushed 
ventilators and vaccine mate- 
rials to India Monday as the 
country battles a catastrophic, 
record-breaking coronavirus 
wave that has overwhelmed 
hospitals and set crematori- 
ums working at full capacity. 

A surge in recent days has 
seen patients’ families taking 
to social media to beg for ox- 
ygen supplies and locations of 
available hospital beds, and has 
forced the capital New Delhi to 
extend a week-long lockdown. 

The country of 1.3 billion 
has become the latest hotspot 
of a pandemic that has killed 
more than three million peo- 
ple, even as richer countries 
take steps towards normality 
with quickening inoculation 
programmes. 


Irfan Salmani told AFP he 
had been going from hospital 
to hospital around Delhi for the 
past three days, searching for 
oxygen for his sister. 

“T’ve never seen anything 
so terrible,” he said. “I’ve been 
trying non-stop.” 

“What can I do?... ’ve just 
been facing rejection after re- 
jection.” 

France, Germany and Can- 
ada have also pledged support 
to India, which has driven in- 
creases in global case num- 
bers in recent days, recording 
352,991 new infections and 2,812 
deaths on Monday — its high- 
est tolls since the start of the 
pandemic. 

Creaking health facilities in 
poorer countries were exposed 
Sunday when more than 80 peo- 


ple died as fire ripped through 
a Baghdad hospital for Covid-19 
patients, sparking outrage and 
the suspension of top Iraqi of- 
ficials. 

Thailand enforced new re- 
strictions Monday after a re- 
cord daily death toll over the 
weekend, while the capital of 
neighbouring Cambodia has 
been under lockdown for 12 
days as cases spike. 

Vaccine surplus 

The first of nine airline con- 
tainer-loads of supplies from 
the UK, including ventilators 
and oxygen concentrators, 
was Set to arrive in India early 
Tuesday, Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson said, pledging the UK 
would do “all it can” to help.

NEW Covid restrictions came 
into force in Thailand on Mon- 
day to try to halt a spiralling 
outbreak that saw deaths hit a 
record single-day high over the 
weekend. 

In Bangkok — where the 
latest outbreak has been traced 
back to a nightlife district — 
as well as 46 other provinces, 
wearing masks is now compul- 
sory in public spaces, backed 
up by the threat of a 20,000 baht 
($640) fine. 

Authorities in the capital 
have also closed a raft of ven- 
ues including cinemas, parks, 
gyms, Swimming pools, spas 
and nurseries. 

The new restrictions come 
a week after authorities ordered 
bars and nightclubs to close and 
banned restaurants from serv- 


ing alcohol. 

The tightening comes 
amid a spike in cases — total 
infections reached 57,500 on 
Monday, up from just 29,000 in 
early April. 

Some 2,048 new cases were 
announced on Monday, while 
Sunday saw Thailand record its 
highest single-day death toll of 
the pandemic, with 11 fatalities. 

Until the latest outbreak 
Thailand had managed to 
keep infections down, thanks 
to draconian travel restrictions 
and swift action to isolate con- 
firmed cases. But there have 
been complaints about the slow 
rollout of vaccinations, with 
Thailand lagging behind other 
countries in the region. 

Prime Minister Prayut 
Chan-O-Cha said on Facebook 


the government was trying to 
source more vaccine doses and 
ramp up the programme to in- 
oculate 300,000 people a day. 

In neighbouring Cambodia, 
also in the grip of a new wave of 
the pandemic, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) urged fac- 
tory owners in the key garment 
sector to help protect workers. 

“The current outbreaks in 
factories and markets serve as 
a painful reminder of the im- 
portance of investing in miti- 
gation measures before cases 
occur, to help prevent the virus 
spreading,” Li Ailan, WHO rep- 
resentative in Cambodia, said in 
a statement. 

Li urged factory owners to 
do more temperature screening 
and rearrange workshops to al- 
low social distancing —AFP

HK, Singapore to resume 
quarantine-free travel in late May 


HONG Kong and Singapore 
will launch a quarantine-free 
“air travel bubble” on 26 May 
following its postponement late 
last year, as the coronavirus sit- 
uation has since stabilized, the 
two governments said Monday. 

The arrangement was post- 
poned just before its planned 
launch in late November as vi- 
rus cases had increased in Hong 
Kong, but both Hong Kong and 
Singapore have recently man- 
aged to keep community trans- 
missions under control. 

“Tam happy that Hong Kong 
got the COVID-19 situation un- 
der control. It has been a long 
few months, but the conditions 


are now ripe again to relaunch 
the ATB,” Hong Kong’s Com- 
merce and Economic Develop- 
ment Secretary Edward Yau told 
a press conference. 

Under the revised program, 
travelers will have to take stand- 
ard PCR tests both before de- 
parture and upon arrival, travel 
on designated flights and install 
mobile tracking apps. 

Hong Kong travelers must 
also be vaccinated “for better 
self-protection,” Yau said. 

Those traveling under the 
arrangement will be free from 
any restrictions on travel itin- 
eraries and compulsory quar- 
antine. — Kyodo News & 


Australia’s Perth ends snap 
lockdown as quarantine debate 


heats up 


AUSTRALIAN authorities on 
Monday lifted a snap three-day 
lockdown of Perth, but faced 
pointed questions about how 
the coronavirus leaked from a 
quarantine hotel for returning 
travellers. 

Stay-at-home orders for 
Perth and surrounding areas 
will expire at midnight Monday, 
after just two people contract- 
ed Covid-19 out of thousands 
tested in the region. 

“It was a circuit break- 
er we needed to limit com- 
munity spread and keep our 
community healthy,” Western 


Australia state premier Mark 
McGowan said. 

The virus reportedly 
spread from a man who recent- 
ly returned from his wedding 
in India to other travellers ata 
quarantine hotel, including one 
who then unknowingly infected 
people in the community after 
being released from isolation. 

The cases have prompted 
a fresh debate over the effec- 
tiveness and fairness of Aus- 
tralia’s hotel quarantine sys- 
tem, which is now being copied 
in several countries around the 
world.

Hazard’s woes leave Real Madrid nostalgic tor age of Galacticos 


“(LL try,” said Eden Hazard when asked in 
his first press conference at Real Madrid if he 
could now become the best player in the world. 
Cristiano Ronaldo and Lionel Messi were the 
immovable duo but still, the suggestion was not 
that Hazard settle for third, a position he had 
already come to hover around following seven 
brilliant years for Chelsea. 

Hazard had been the Premier League’s ou- 
standing attacking talent and at Real Madrid, 
where the demands would be higher and the 
supporting cast more prestigious, it was not out 
of the question there could be more to come. He 
could replace Ronaldo, fill Madrid’s creativity 
gap, launch a new era and perhaps even win the 
Ballon d’Or. “If everything goes well, why not?” 
said Hazard. “It’s in my head but I’m not thinking 


of it every day.” Almost two years later, Hazard 
counts it as a blessing to make it through a single 
match without another muscle creaking let alone 
an entire season worthy of international acclaim. 

Real Madrid face Chelsea in the first leg of 
the Champions League semi-finals on Tuesday 
and it would be a huge surprise if he were to 
start against his former team. Hazard came off 
the bench against Real Betis on Saturday to play 
his first 15 minutes in almost three months. “He 
played with spark, with energy,” said Zidane. 
“We’re going to need him.” 

When asked about the merits of Real Ma- 
drid’s ‘Galactico’ signings such as Hazard, the 
club’s president Florentino Perez said they are as 
much a projection of power as a way of bringing 
in a better striker or right-back. —AFP &
